That the valley 
needs 
a public 
health nurse is well known 
and 
it is to 
be hoped that a county

in their 
work 
Many 
children 
who are retarded in their 
school 
work would be quite up lo g ade 
if their defects were corrected 
and the county would 
be saved 
much money which is now used 
for 
educating 
repeaters 
The 
teachers have tried all the year 
to favor handicapped 
childrer 
seating the short sighted or deaf 
children 
in the best light and 
near the front 
and giving them 
special 
consideration 
They say 
that a great deal of absence and 
poor scholarship has been due to 
toothache

Twenty six 
tiny children 
in the first grade have one or 
more carious 
teeth 
neglect of 
the

Rumors were circulated around 
town this week that several dead 
cows had recently been dragged 
out of the storage reservoir 
the Safford water supply 
This raport caused much worry 
and excitement 
the citi- 
zens and was finallv reported 
to 
the mayor and 
members of the 
council 
These 
men 
went 
to 
work 
immediately 
to trace the 
rumors down und found that the 
story had 
been greatly exager 
ated 
Last fall a dead cow was taken 
from the stream several miles 
above 
the upper reservoir 
but 
authorities claim that none have 
since been found gin the stream 
and nonehave ever been 
found 
in the reservoir 
Jacobson present man 
ager of the water company says 
that the uppeY reservoir 
fenced 
io that it is impossible for stock 
to get to it and the lower tank is 
eompletelg covered 
In connection with this rumor 
mother story sprung 
up 
dead stock 
being 
found 
in the 
Thatcher Water 
res 
ervoir 
Manager Haralson 
de- 
nies this report and says 
reservoirs are being fenced 
and 
that a guard is employed to look 
after the stream in the canyon 
and see that it is kept clean 
Saffords 
water 
company 
has a guard 
to 
look after the 
supply stream 
The town 
council does not in 
tend making any fight for thj 
company 
but wishes mere- 
ly to assure the people that the 
water 
is not contaminated 
so 
far as they know now 
and that 
the interests of the people arj 
being looked after
